| Conſent of the Pariſhes immediately concerned; 
out of which the King might preſent Perſons to 


be their Miniſters; Which Demand the King 
was pleaſed to grant, as .appears from the Acts 


of the General Aſſembly held in the Year 1642. 


But the Church finding all theſe Proviſions { 


and Limitations inſufficient to remove the Grie- 
vance, they at length got Patronages totally abo- 


liſhed by the Parliament in the Year 1649. And, 


in their Act relating thereto, the Parliament does 
expreſly aſſert, © That Patronage is an Evil, and 
© a Bondage, under which both Miniſters and 
© People had groned ; and that it is a P*Yiſh 
« Cuſtom, brought in upon the Church in 
« Times of Ignorance and Superſtition.”
